campaign Russian generalship has 
been remarkably sound. If one 
can judge by the latest reports the 
history of last summer is tepeat- 
ing itself. After the break-through 
at Avranches, the British and 
Americans swept _ through 
northern France and parts of 
Belgium like a whirlwind, only to 
come to a halt when the Siegfried 
Line had been reached. Now it 
seems as if the Germans have 
decided to make a stand on the 
Oder. This river was crossed 
south of Frankfurt some time ago 
by the Russians, who have estab- 
lished a formidable bridgehead 
between Griinberg and the 
Sudeten Mountains, leaving the 
great city of Breslau encircled 
behind them as they left Posen 
several weeks ago. The Germans, 
6n the other hand, apparently 
have made*up their minds to de- 
fend not only Berlin, but also 
Stettin in the north and Dresden 
in the south, at all costs. The 
main attack against Berlin is 
being made between Kiistrin and 
Frankfurt, both of which are-onlv 
about fifty miles from the capital. 
Stargard, in Pomerania, is their 
defensive outpost for Stettin, 
while Gérlitz plays a like part in 
respect of Dresden. For a time 
it seemed to be likely that 
Marshal Zhukov would make a 
supreme effort in the Frankfurt- 
Kiistrin area to smash his way 
through to Berlin; but the Russian 
High Command obviously recog- 
nises the danger: of finger- 
like salients, and the Marshal, 
although he shows no sign of 
weakening in his attacks, has been 
biding his time until both his 
flanks shall have been secured. 
Furthermore, the Germans have 
been stiffening their resistance all 
along the line. They recognise 
the vital importance of Stettin, as 
well as Dresden’s value as a 
strategic centre. During the last 
week or so their armies have 
been reinforced, and, as their line 
becomes shorter, their powers of 
defence. become correspondingly 
great. For the first time since 
the offensive began, the Russians 
have admitted withdrawals east of 
Komarno, some forty miles north- 
west of Budapest; and German 
reports claim that the Red Army’s 
progress has been checked at 
various other points. Berlin 
declares that the decisive battle is 
imminent; “the storm will break 
any time now.” 

While the Russians are exerting 
terrific pressure in the East, the 
British and Americans in the 
West are engaged in an offensive 
which probably is only in its early 
stages. At the Yalta Conference, 
President Roosevelt and Mr. 
Churchill, who were accompanied 
by high military advisers, agreed 
with Marshal Stalin on a policy 
of combined attack against the 
Reich. So far, progress in the 
West has been slow. There can 
be no doubt that Marshal von 
Rundstedt’s counter-offensive at 
Christmas in the Ardennes area 
threw the Anglo-American plans, 
for the time being at any rate, 
seriously out of gear; but during 
the last few days, the Canadians, 
in particular, have been increas- 
ing the force of their @ttacks, and 
violent fighting is in progress in 
the region between the Maas and 
the Rhine. In this area the 
Germans are putting up a stiff 
fight. At some points they have 
been launching local counter- 
offensives with varying success; 
and, up to the present, they havé 
managed to keep their Siegfried 
defences more or less intact. It 
is too soon yet to speak of 
“all-out” offensive against the 
Reich on the two major fronts; 
but it is beyond question that such 
an attack is contemplated. Now,

For once, theft has had its 
justification. The sculptures from 
the Parthenon, taken away by 
Lord Elgin early in the last 
century, are to Greece what the 
Lane picturés are to Ireland—a 
deeply-felt grievance against 
England. Yet, if those peerless 
marbles were not stored even 
now in the British Museum, the 
shells that fell upon the Parthenon 
might have destroyed them for 
ever; the works that grew under 
the eye of Phidias might be dust 
upon the magic ‘soil of Greece. 
The logic of war is- inexorable, 
and if the Parthenon is made a 
powder-magazine one must hurl 
cannon-balls at it. 
great buildings have suffered 
severely in the last five or six 
years: every city is not a Paris. 
or a Rome. Caen, with “its 
cathedral, is in rubble; the 
Houses of Parliament at West- 
minster have been wrecked; 
Cologne has been raided by a’ 
thousand bombers, and we ¢an- 
not tell the fate of the great Dom. 
Dresden itself, ome of the loveliest 
cities in Europe, is said to have 
been shattered. The Zwinger, 
probably the- finest example of 
baroque architecture in Europe, 
is in ruins, according to. the 
German report; the famous opera 
house, the royal palace, and the 
art. gallery—though, fortunately, 
not Raphael’s Sistine Madonna— 
have been destroyed. “ Europe 
| after the war will be a desolate 
place. The people probably will 
have little desire to receive 
visitors, since the work of 
rehabilitation will occupy them. to 
the full; the “ show-places” will 
be blasted, as the very fields have 
been scorched. Tourists can 
look for few attractions, unless 
they find appeal in “tours of the 
battlefields.”

In ad- 
dition, the household receives from 
charitable sources an allowance of 3s, 
a week, and, at less regular intervals, 
food orders valued at 20s. 
” Your correspondent states that 
“somehow they cooked the meat on 
a few pieces of turf.” The weekl 
fuel allowance of one cwt. of turf, 
which the household obtain at a 
nominal cost of 6d. a cwt., is of good 
quality. It is provided under the 
scheme administered by the Com- 
missioners of the Board of Assistance 
for those in receipt of assistance from 
public funds, such as old-age pen- 
sioners. 

Your correspondent describes the 
household as having no alternative but 
to “ sit all day in a small, dark room 
looking at the floor.” This sort df 
lachrymose comment, coming on top 
of gross misstatements of fact; only 
misguides those who wish to carry out 
social work. Much of the. efforts of 
those associated with philanthropic 
Organisations must be lost unless the 
members realise the importance of 
learning the objective facts of every 
situation, and familiarising themselves 
with the various forms of assistance to 
which those in need are entitled.—
